600 and 700 pounds. 

To further attest to the breeding qual- 
ity of this show bull, six of his daughters 
have passed the 100,000 pound mark. 
One of these daughters is Manfdell Man- 
O-War Josephine who has a proved son 
in service at the Central Ohio Breeders 
Association Also in service at the 
Central Ohio bull stud is Man-O-War 
Ormsby Posch 30th. out of a daughter of 
Crusader Prilly Prairie Flower. Man-O- 
War Ormsby Posch 37th has already been 
mentioned, and Man-O-War Ormsby 
Posch 39th used in the Ed Steiner herd 
at Massillon, Ohio, left a string of large, 
good type, high record daughters.

The lamb crop 
was 42% less in 1949 than the crop of 
1941, and the record back to 
1924.

More Good Herds 

We visited two more farms, one of Mr. 
Schoustra. The average production of 
his entire herd, old animals and heifers, 
was 11,000 Ibs. of milk with 4.15 test in 
1948.

Most of the milkers use 
these in the barns, too, because they are 
used to using them in the summertime in 
the pasture and they just figure that if 
they put these on the animals it keeps 
them used to them.

In Germany and Denmark 


We continued from here on through 


Germany. We crossed the Ems River and 
Went through Bremerhaven, Hamburg, 
and on up through Schleswig-Holstein 
into Denmark. We spent three days in 
Denmark and visited some very good 
farms. The land in Denmark is, of course, 
more rolling, more hills than in Holland. 
The barns and houses in Denmark are 
made to form a court for the farmers 
and the farm laborers to drive their 
cattle into in case of enemy attack. Prac- 
tically all the buildings are painted white. 
We visited a good many Black and 
White herds here. Some were the Jut- 
land breed but the better cattle we saw in 
Denmark came originally from Holland, 
foundation animals and herd sires. The 
farming methods were more like ours 
because tractors, reapers and harvesters 
can be used on the fields. The Danes 
have developed special beet-digging ma- 
chines that I believe are ahead of ours. 
We came back down through the eastern 
part of Denmark, down along the fiords 
where we could see the sea and the ships 
as we drove along the top of the hillside. 

We spent three days in Germany, visit- 
ing the farms there where they keep 
Black and White cattle. The best ones 
here again were the descendents of ani 
mals originating in Holland. German 
farming methods were even more like 
ours than those of Denmark, and in Ger- 
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many we saw some of the best clover hay 
seen any place on our whole trip. 

We came back down through France 
into Paris. I spent a few days there 
visiting the Cathedral of Notre Dame, 
the Eiffel Tower and many other historic 
and important places, and left the port 
of La Havre on the America—and five 
days later we reached American shores. 
The America is the fastest and best ship 
ever built by the American lines. 

We landed in New York the first day of 
April, and I was soon back at Valley 
Farms and ready to start work.

NORTHERN STATES A BUYING 
REGION 

The states of the Northeast 
have for many years been buying states 
cattle. The inshipments have 
exceeded the outshipments. The Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics has recently 
compiled a mimeograph release giving 
the figures on each state for a number 
of years back, including the sources of 
inshipments, and destination of out- 
shipments, and likewise on disappear- 
ance of cows as an indication of the 
percentage of culling in these states 

The year 1948 was a great buying year 
for these states, with the net inshipments 
exceeding any previous year in this rec- 
ord. These twelve states shipped in 
164,000 head and shipped out 48,000 
head, leaving a net for the inshipments 
of 116,000 head. 1946 had a balance of 
101,000 head net in shipments, and these 
are the only years where the figures run 
above 100,000, but only two years of the 
last thirteen have showed less than 
50,000 head. 

Canada has been the principal source 
of imports, with a total of 94,848 head of 
dairy cattle coming into this northeastern 
area. The northeastern states themselves 
moved 45,180 head into other states of 
this area, 20,601 came from Ohio, Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin, and Minnesota, the sec- 
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ond lowest year from that area since 
1940. Vermont and Massachusets were 
the two biggest buyers, Vermont having 
inshipments of 39,980 head, of which 
38,676 came from Canada, many evidently 
brought in for re-sale as the outshipments 
totaled 15,593 Massachusetts imported 
over 31,000 head, bought slightly over 
half of them from other states in the 
northeast, and over 14,500 from Canada. 
New York brought in 16,487 head from 
Canada. New Jersey, a big importer for 
their intensive dairy industry, found their 
biggest source of supply in Ohio, Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin, and Minnesota, taking 
about 2/3 of their 21,700 imports from 
those states. Connecticut also was a big 
buyer bringing in over 21,000 head, with 
almost exactly half from Canada and a 
big proportion of the others from other 
northeastern § states. 

The rate of culling for the northeast 
region in 1948 continued about the 
same as in 1947, which was somewhat 
below the very high 1945 and 1946 rates, 
but was above the culling rate for the 
earlier war years Ihe percentage in 
both 1948 and 1947 was 19%

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WISCONSIN HIRES DAIRY AGENTS 

A new venture in extension work for 
Wisconsin is the hiring of three assistant 
county agents who will devote their full 
time to dairying and its related problems. 

Realizing that a county agent, even 
with assistants taking care of 4-H and 
home demonstration work, can not do 
justice to all agricultural interests in a 
county, the State Extension Office has 
emphasized the placing of specialists on 
the county staff. hus, the County 
Agent's Office becomes a County Exten- 
sion Office with all members working 
directly with the farmer and his family, 
providing assistance that meets the de- 
mand of today’s more scientific and com- 
petitive farming 

Manitowoc was the first county to have 
a Dairy Agent. Wesley A. Kron, Mil- 
waukee, began on October 1, 1948, after 
earning his B. S. degree from the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin 

Kron states, “the main emphasis of 
my work is herd health—primarily Bang’s 
disease and mastitis. We have at the 
present time, three Bang’s disease pro- 
grams going on in the county: area test, 
township program, and the new ring 
test.” 

Alton Dale Block, Eau Claire, was 
hired by Dodge County on February 1, 
1949. Dodge is one of the highest milk 
producing counties in the nation and it 
is first in Wisconsin for cheese produc- 
ion. 

Block is also a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and was very active 
in extra-curricular activities at college. 

Block’s main projects include working 
closely with DHIA to make it more of a 
service to the farmer, developing a sales 
organization for grade as well as pure- 
bred cattle, assisting 4-H Club Agent with 
dairy projects, and helping farmers with 
their dairy problems 

John T. Mitchell, Pulaski, started 
work in Shawano County in June, 1949. 
After graduating from the Platteville 
State Teachers’ College in 1947, he spent 
a year as veteran trainer at Wausau. He 
was enrolled in the University of Wiscon- 
sin Graduate School this past year, where 
he had an assistantship in the Dairy 
Husbandry Department. 

“Here at Shawano my first job,” 
Mitchell says, “is a three sided one: a 
quality milk program, a herd health 
program, and a survey of dairy manage- 
ment practices in this county.” 

Mitchell and Block are working on a 
special problem within their respective 
county to complete their requirements 
for a Master of Science degree at the 
University of Wisconsin. Both were also 
raised on dairy farms in Wisconsin. 

All three of these new specialists are 
ex-service men. Kron served for three 
and one-half years in the Infantry. A 
year of this was spent in the Philippines. 
Block was a Cryptographer in the Army 
Signal Corps for two years. Most of this 
time was in the European Theater and 
while he was there, he attended the 
Biarritz American University at Biarritz, 
France. Mitchell was in the Army Air 
Force for four years as a truck driver— 
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three and a half of these were in Eng 
land with the Eighth Air Force. 

The results of these three agents as 
well as other specialists added to the 
county staffs will have a great deal to 
do with the future of this program.

Ralph Wayne, Assistant Professor in 
Extension Dairying at the University of
